an input section placed on the front half and exposed out from the 
housing; 

5 wherein when the positions of the main body and the housing relative 

to each other are adjusted, a fixed space exists between the first edge 
and the smooth surface. 

11 (original): The pointing device of claim 10 wherein the bottom side of 
10 the housing and the bottom side of the main body are fixed at the same 

level. 

12 (original): The pointing device of claim 10 wherein the housing further 
comprises two extending arms with the main body fixed between the two
